If it had been put at twelve or 
fifteen years, British Columbia would iiAve 
been just as well satisfied, and if tbe estimat- 
ed period bad been reduced to eight years 
she would sciroely have been better pleased ; 
but some definits peHAd forthc completion u!

Is Orilisb Columt>ia Koing to bold 
bar partner to that which will bring ruin 
and bankruptcy upon the Grm 7 Surely you 
would tbink us fools indeed if wo Hdopied 
suchaoourse. I would protest, nod the whole 
of British Oofumbia would protest, if tiie 
Guverument proposed to borrow IJioy OOO ooo 
or $150'000 000 n conitract this ro id J [hisnt, 
hear,) runiiinK tha country into debt, and 
t niii|{ the pooplo of British Columbia ug well 
ai of the rest of the DoininioQ to piy the bur- 
den of such a debt. Wliy^ sir. I he.ird it naid 
ihi other ovoninu tliat Bniiih ColntnUin Imd 
nMdo a most Jewish b.ir(;ain willi yon in tlie.ie 
terms, but even ShylocU himjelf would nut 
exact his pound ol flosh if u portion ot it bad 
tu be cut from his own body.
